SAN FRANCISCO 


I arrived at San Francisco at an 
opportune time, the day before prohi- 
bition went out and the town became 
wide open, The first thing I noticed 
was a parade of big trucks going 
up Market Street, loaded with wine 
barrels and boxes of wine bottles. 
Every truck horn screached as loud 
as it could, the drivers yelled and 
the crowds along the sidewalk 
screamed in pure joy. The windows 
in every grocery store, meat market, 
xestaurant, drug store and candy 
store had big window displays of 
choice botiied goods and great 
crawds gazed longingly at the wet 
goods and smacied their lips in an- 
ticipation of the fine time they would 
have on the mworraw, after laving 
thirsted for 14 years. 

Whisky, rum, gin and wine can 
now: be bought in almost any store 
and you can have it delivered along 
with your tea, coffee, meat and pota- 
toes, But you cannot drink in in 
‘ne place of purchase. You may buy 
a bottle and go out and drink it on 
the sidewalk, go in and get another 
and keep it up until you can swallow 
no more, 

There is a protest against this 
regulation and the papers argue 
that people had got used to buying 
and drinking the liquor at speak- 
2asies and when you compel them 
to drink it, at home the speaks will 
stlll flourish.

Sugar is cheap, four and half 
cents a pound, butter, eggs, cheese, 
and meats sells for about the same 
as in Alberta. You can buy grapes 
tiwo pounds for 5c, fresh green peas 
and string beans around 5 cents a 
quart, and fresh strawberries, big 
as a plum but not tasting as good 
as the Alberta berries, for 10 cents 
a box,

Mature Age and Efficiency 


An Eastern professor recently informed a gathering of Eastern educa- 
tlonists that no person over 40 years of age should be permitted to teach 
sehool. This recalls that other dictum of that famous doctor who said that 
every person over 65 should be quietly chloroformed. Both statements fail 
to convince because they are so palpably overstatemonts, 


It is true, of course, that youth is becoming more insistent for recogni- 
tion in the world of affairs, mainly because the problems of the times ap- | 
pear to call for that courage, initiative and energy which are compact of 
youth. The war robbed one generation of its birthright and opportunities. 
The depression appears to this generation to have repeated the process, That 
youth should be insurgent against conditions which they did nothing to bring 
about, is natural in the circumstances, and, possibly, salutary in the result. 
The Communist movement in Russia was energized by the youth of Russia; 
Mussolini recruited his Fascist army from the ranks of youth. Hitler has} 
enrolied German youth under the Nazi banner, These are manifestation of 
youth's protest against forces inimical, they believe, to youth's fulfifment. 


Hold Strange Congress 


Romanies Of World Plan Establish- 
ment Of Stable Community 

“Gipsies of the world unite!” is the 
motto of the General Association of 
Romanies which held a strange con- 
gress in Bucharest. 

The wave of fanatic nationalism 
which is sweeping these parts of 
Europe has also affected the nomads 
who want to give up their free and 
easy life and organize themselves 
into a race-conscious and stable com- 
munity. Thus the last citadel of 
romanticism and liberalism in its ab- 
solute sense ig about to be ruined 
It will be replaced, in all probability 
by political demagogy. 

Hundreds of Romanies in pictur- 
esque dresses came to the congress, 
flocking in from all corners of ‘the 
country. The meeting took place in 
the open air, in the gipsy quarter 
of Bucharest waich consists of innu- 
merable mud huts built around a 
pestilential lake on the outskirts of 
the city, A regiment of gendarmes | 
took care that the participants be- 
haved themselves. 

The congress was held in perfect | 
order. The gipsies seemed convinced 
that they were entering upon a new | 
era of “national dignity,” as was an- 
nounced by their leader, George A. 
Lazurica, an exceptionally good im- 
Ppersonator of Hitler both as regards 


The trouble is to set a hard and fast line where youth ends and age be- 
gins. If that were possible, it would be possible more accurately to estimate 
the significance of the two statements and their many imputations and im- 
plications. But there is no such line. It is possible to cite instances innumer- 
able of men beyond forty who have proved great teachers of the young, and 
men who have made their finest contributions to civilization after passing 
sixty-five. Had Arnold of Eton been forced to retire at 40, British education 
would have been that much poorer. Had Edison acknowledged his faculties 
exhausted at that age, much of his work for the advancement of science and 
enhancement of living, would have been left undone. Had forty seen the 
vitality of Einstein’s mental powers reach its zenith, there would not have 
been that competition among the great institutions of learning for his serv- 
ices which followed his expulsion from Germany, It was after he had pass- 
ed the age of forty, that Henry Ford had his great idea and launched the 
enterprises coupled with his name. The tally of similar examples can be | 
carried ad infinitum. 


In the political field, President Roosevelt, far beyond the ass’gned 
“deadline’? of forty, has tackled the vast problems of his country with a 
courage, vigor and zest which qualify him for a place with youth in these 
characteristics, Ramsay MacDonald, with equal energy and resource, did not 
hesitate, when the needs of his country called for drastic action, to scrap the 
ideals of a lifetime for ideas of more practical efficacy in the crisis of the | 
hour, The youth of Russia, Germany and Italy accepted leadership of men 
beyond the “allotted span,’ because these men oriented the chaos of ideas | 
tortnriug the youthful minds. Youth, apparently, construed in terms of ab- | 
stract qualities, cannot be measured by age,—which suggests the well-known | 
saying, ‘A man is ag old as he feels.” 

There must be some reason for a prominent educationist to make #0) 
startling a statement to a gathering of educationists however. It is impoasi- | 
ble to believe that, with such an audience, he spoke in jest, in an idle mo- 
ment or without proper forethought. Perhaps his inspiration may be found) 
in the work of the Spanish philosopher, Ortegay Gasset, who, in ‘‘The Mod- 
ern Theme,” has suggested that each generation is distinct in itself in that it 
differs in its reactions to ideas and environment from the generations pre- 
ceding it. If this thesis be admitted, it would follow, of course, that one 
generation's viewpoint, being radically different from that of the one suc- 
ceeding it, the former is out of touch with the youth of its own day and 
therefore not qualified to be its mentor, The more remote the generation 
from that of school age, the more out of touch it would be with the student’s 
ideas and ideals. 

Whatever the difference, custom has decreed that the one should be | 
vested with the tutelage of the other. It is difficult to see how it could be 
otherwise. While there may be something in the contention that the genera- 
tion from which the teacher be drawn should not be too remote from that

Expect Increase In 
Live Cattle Shipments 


Canadian Officials Anticipate Better 
Market In United Kingdom 

Officials of the agricultural depart- 
ment look forward to a good year in 
the export trade of live cattle from 
Canada to the United Kingdom, des- 
pite the quota which will limit ship- 
ments for the first three months. The 
limit is slightly under 8,000 head, 
equal to what was shipped last year 
during the same three months. i 

The United Kingdom had a short- 
age of root crops last season. The 
result was that many cattle raisers 
without sufficient fodder sold their 
cattle for slaughter when only par- 
tially finished. The shortage of feed 
in Canada also caused many unfinish- 
ed cattle in this country to be ship- 
ped to Great Britain. The result had 
a depressing effect on the market 
which was injurious to both British 
and Canadian cattle raisers.

Hard work and utmost simplicity 
mark the daily life of Adolf Hitler, 
real dictator of Germany, now that 
the elections have returned him to 
uncontested power, 

Hitler lives in a small apartment 
in the new annex of the reich chan- 
cellory, completed only two years 
ago, Only his faithful chauffeur, an 
old war comrade, with whom he has 
covered many thousands of miles all 
over Germany, and the latter's wife 
are sharing this apartment. She is, 
at the same time, his housekeeper 
and has even to do the chancellor's 
laundry. 

Frau von Papen, the vice-chancel- 
lor‘s wife, who lives only a few 
houses away in the Wilhelmstraase, 
casts an eye from time to time over 
the bachelor-chancellor’s household, 
Sincere personal friendship now links 
Hitler with the aristocratic family of 
his former political rival, 

Hitler is an early riser. Though his 
day often ends late at night, he is 
always up again at 6 am, The tele- 
phones are already ringing when he 
takes breakfast between 6:30 and 
7:00. 

The personal expenses of the chan- 
cellor are very modest, He turns hs 
salary over to a special fund for)

Idea Is All Wrong 


Scientists Maintain Rare Meat Less 
Nutritious Than Well Done 

Modern Samsons who attribute 
their muscular superiority solely . to 
the fact that they munch their daily 
rat:on cf meat when it. is raw, red 
and juicy, are all wrong, according 
to two British scientists, 

These two scientists assert that 
contrary to popular belief, underdone 
meat is less nutritious than the more 
thoroughly cooked. 

Other culinary customs, which have 
stood the test of a thousand years, 
are upset by the research workers, 
who declare that a hot oven is un- 
necessary for the initial stages of 
roasting, as the high temperature 
does not form a juice-retaining pel- 
licle on the meat, 

Barbecue fans will thrill to the 
knowledge that meat roasted in the 
open is more nutritious than in the 
oven, Roasting, grilling and frying 
are found to result in smaller losses 
of mineral salts than either steaming 
or boiling. 

The two main losses result from 
cooking, shrinkage and loss of tae 
valuable mineral salts on which nutri- 
tion depends. The investigators say 
that overcooked meat contains, pound 
for pound, more protein and more fat 
than underdone.

Engineers See Danger To St. Paul's | 


Cathedral 

When Sir Alexander Gibb and 
Ralph Freeman, the engineer engag- 
ed by the Dean and Chapter of St. 
Paul's Cathedral, made their report 
to the Corporation of London sug- 
gesting a “sacred zone’’ around the 
edifice, they made no mention of a 
most remarkable discovery they had 
made while boring under the foun- 
dations. Their secret supplem:ntary 
report did. 

Borings have now been made in 
other places—as far north as New- 
gate and Angel Streets, as far south 


as Queen Victoria Street, west to} 


Old Bailey and Ireland Yard and 
east to Friday Strect, all confirming 
the discovery. 


This is nothing less than that a} 


lake of water lies under the heart 
of London «at thirty feet below the 
ground level, with a maximum depth 
of fifteen feet between Paternoster 
Row and St. Martin le Grand, ten 
feet north of Ludgate Hill and a 
minimum of five feet under St. Paul’s 
and the region east, including Fri- 
day, Watling and Cannon Streets, 
while from Queen Victoria Strect 
south to the Thames there appcars 
to be no subterranean water at all. 
The areca of maximum depth is 180,- 
000 square feet, and the whole lake 
ig estimated at three-fifths of a 
square mile. 

The supplementary report is said 
to be the principal reason on which 
is based the petition to the corpor- 
ation for an area around the cathe- 
dral that shall be free from heavy 
buildings and comparatively free 
from. traffic. 
is not the only thing considered. As 
to what the engineers have to say 
on this point The Daily Telegraph is 
able to comment as follows: 

“The investigation revealed evi- 
dence of a general subsidence over a 
large area of the city, including the 
whole site of the cathedral. This 
movement, says the report, is very 
small in magnitude and so far noth- 
ing has been observed to justify any 
apprehension that it might be in- 
jurious to the stability of the cathe- 
dral,

view that the foundation pressures 
of the cathedral are high (five tons
